Next to the picture of a grèat people 
uomoleftedly enjoying the fruits of their 
intelligence and virtues, there is no fight 
more interefling than that of a juft na- 
tion, with cool and collected courage, 
rifing above the wrongs: and injuftice of 
others by difpaffionately confideting the 

beit means.of redreffing them, and by 
manifefing the deliberate purpofe of 
meeting with decifion and energy the day 
of trials When we behold {uch a nation 
enjoying unprecedented harmony among 
theinielves, and repofing unprecedented 
confidence in thofe who prefide over 
their affairs, and contemplate govern ment 
as well as nation animated by the fame 
prudence and decifion, we may conh- 
dently reft the iffue of pending events 
on thefemeafures which fhall be adopted. 
Peace is the ardent with of every genu- 
ine American, of every. true. republican 
within our limits: None among us are 
defirous of dilturbing the -repofe of o- 
ther nations. As to enemies we have 
none. . Univerfal: benevolence-is one of 
the fundamental traits ofa republican.

February 1.—George Griffiths one of 
our crew, having informed the Bafhewthat 
he could build an air furnace, and caft 
guns, fhot, ‘a&c. was furnithed with a ma- 
fon and nineof our crew, and fet to work, 
witha promife that ke fhould have one 
hundred dollsrsfor the firft thot he fhould 
caft. -After expending about’ five hun- 
dred dollars in the experiment: Griffiths |' 


this day attempted a blaft in-his furnace ; 


but*with all the wood and coal that the 
Bafhaw could furnifh, he could not melt

The 
Bafhaw kept thefe people as hoftages for 
the fidelity of his officers, whom: it ap- 
pears, he was afraid to traft, leaft they 
might join in the rebellion and come a- 
gaintt Tripoli. Tt was faid that his high- 
nefs had received a letter, ftating? that: 
the Americans’ were making great prepa- 
tions to attack Tripoli. A tent was pitch. 
edon the battery of the caftle, and orders 
given to keep watch all night, and every 
night afterwards. Orders were alfo gi- 
ven to make every preparation fo repel 
the Americans. 

Match 18—The Bafhaw fent his fon- 
in-law into the country for troops to 
protect Tripoli.

A private letter from. Holland, dated 
laft Saturday, arrived in town lalt night. 


—It ftates that tke ‘general battle was 
fought laft: Saturday week, the roth in- 
ftant—that it was moft- obftinate and 
bloody, and that the -Auftrians made a 
long and. vigorous relifttance—the battle 
lated the gréater partof the day.—Vic- 
tory, however, at length decided in fa- 
vor of the ftrongeft—and the Auftrians 
were completely defeated—the whole 
line of the Hier was forced—Ulm and 
its magazines, cannon and baggage ta- 
ken—and general Mack, with the whole 
of his ftaff, made prifoners. The lofsin 
killed and wounded, faysthe letter, was 
immenfe on the ideof the Auftrians— 
it was immenfe, too, no doubt, on the 
part of the French.: -None of the names 
of the killed or wounded. officers have 
yet tranfpired, but the letter adds, “ that 
thofe who furviyed the battle wéze cap- 
tured or difperfed$ the whole of the 
Auftrian army is reprefented . as being 
nearly deftroyed ; not a veltige of what 
might be deemed one efficient corps re- 
mained : thofe who efcaped the fword or 
the chains of the enemy, all who were 
not among the killed, wounded, or pri- 
foners, were broken into puny detach- 
ments, and fcattered in various 'direc- 
tions.’” ; 

Such is the account contained in the 
private fletter from Holland—it is not 
faid whether the official report had been 


received by the Dutch government, but 


the intelligence. contained: in the letter. 
that is arrived was univerfally circulated 
and credited ‘in Holland. It is poflible 
that the difafters of the Auitrians have 
been confiderably exaggerated, but we 


fear it will be found that they have been 


great indeed !

When Lord 
Nelfon found that, by his fkilfull ma: 
noeuvresy he had placed the enemy in 
fuch‘a fituation, that they could not avoid 
an, engagement, he difplayed. the utmoft 
‘animation, and his ufual “confidence of 
victory ; he faid to capt. Hardy, and the 
other officers who furrounded him- on 
the quartet- deck, “ now they -cannot ef- 
cape us; I think we fhaltat iealt makefure 
of twenty of them. F thall probably lofe 
a leg; but that will be purchafing a vic- 
tory cheaply. »” The Victory, his Lord. 
fhip’s fhip being lafhed to the Samtiffima 
Trinidad his Lorathip was entirely ex- 
pofed; as well to the fire of the cannon 
às the mufquetry froi the tops, fram 
which a conftant fire was kept up.—He 
wore the infignia of the Crefcent, and of 
the other Orders, the honorable rewards 
of the glorious expioits which he had 
atchieved. So fplendid.a mark could not 
failito attra&t the'ñotice of the enemy, 
and Capt. Hardy, alarmed for his fafety 
repeatedly entreated him, from the cam- 
mencement of the action to change his 
coat ; but his mind was too much occupi- 
ed with the fcene to thinkofperfonal dan- 
ger.
